Festival 


The various groups of people in Sabah 
celebrate their own festivals in accordance 
with their cultural beliefs. The Kadazans 
make merry during the Harvest Festival 
when padi is harvested and tapai (rice wine) 
flows freely. The Sumazau is a dance that 
symbolises this festival. The Malays cele- 
brate Hari Raya Puasa or the beginning of 
the Muslim calender. Non-Muslims call on 
their muslims friends bringing with them a 
spirit of goodwill. Chinese New Year is cele- 
brated by the Chinese on a grand scale and 
the festive is graced by the lion and unicorn 
dance troupes. 


Kundasang / Ranau 

This is a mountainous vilage and town 
approximately 2 hours drive from Kota 
Kinabalu. This cool mountain resort is very 
popular for holiday seekers eager to catch 
the early morning dew and fresh smell of 
flowers. This is where Mt. Kinabalu is 
situated and on a clear day, even the rock 
surfaces of the mountain are clearly visible.
